ner of Savcry. 6 in. hy 5. 

479 One,—the Virgin crowned, with the infant Christ in her 

arms, 18 in. hy 13. 

An citrly specimen of the German School, belter coloured 
than designed, though it partakes of the general 
dryness of manner, of this particular School. 

480 Two—small oval Landscapes, with figures. 10 in. hy 8. 

481 One—large Landscape, Setters pursuing a Snipe. 

25 in. hy 41. 

482 One—ditto. Group of young Ilachanals, playing with a 

Lamb, after a design by Vandyck. 40 in. hy 50. 

483 One—to ditto. View of Fctcham, in Surrey, well painted, 

apparently hy Wootton. 34 in. hy 50. 

484 One—ditto, a different View of the same, 34 in hy 50. 

485 One—ditto, larger ditto. 40 in. hy G8. 

486 One Rocky Romantic Landscape, figures at a fire, a 

grand composition.

A line Picture, pencilled with the glowing force and ef¬ 
fect of Rubens, and the design also not unworthy 
of Him. Probably, the story of the Prodigal Son.

An exquisite and genuine little Picture, admirably 
drawn and painted with all the tenderness and 
transparency of Rcrchem, or IPouvermaiis,and with 
equal truth. 

489 One—small upr. Head of a Girl. 8$ in hy 12. 

The fine expression of youthful innocence, in this beautiful 
little Picture, is not less pleasing than it is admira¬ 
bly pourtrayed, and it is equally well drawn and co¬ 
loured. 

490 One—the beautiful Washer Woman. 24 in. hy 30. 

An evident imitation of the well-known and eccentric 
Tim Bobbin, both in design and expression, but bel¬ 
ter drawn and coloured, and more highly finished. 

491 One—Portrait of a Lady (half length) in the habit of a 

Nun, hy Sir Peter Lely. 24 in. by 28. 

492 One—ditto of the Duchess of Richmond, hy the same.

Finely coloured; a capital Portrait of Die Painter. 

494 One—a View at Sea, with Vessels, by JDom, Serres. 

18 in. by 28. 

Well designed and transparently coloured; 4 very pleas¬ 
ing representation of a gentle gale at sea. 

495 One—ditto, with a Vessel on Lire, by night, surrounded 

at a distance with other Vessels, by Dom. Serres, 

24 in. by 34. 

A most striking representation of 0110 of the grandest 
• effects which can he witnessed, and true to nature. 

A line specimen of this admired Marine Painter. 

496 One—an upr. Woody Landscape, in which an elegant fe¬ 

male is reposing, by Lambert. 18 in. by 26. 

Composed and painted in agrnnd style and touched with 
a spirit and vigour, not unworthy of Poussin, whom 
he very nearly approached in his best time, both in 
subject and merit. 

497 One—ditto, with Cattle and Figures, by Vandcrhelst. 

15 in. by 16. 

A genuine Picture of this scarco Master; the Cattle and 
Figures are well drawn, and the whole painted in a 
very pleasing manner. 

498 One—ditto, with Figures, and on the left magnificent 

Ruins, by Grifficr. 25 in by 42. 

A grand classical Picture, finely composed, and coloured 
with much force and effect, yet true to nature; an 
admirable specimen of the master, whose works in 
tliis perfect slate and of equal merit, are rarely to 
he met with in this Country, being in great estima¬ 
tion in Holland. 

499 One—the Portrait of Sir Walter Ralegii, with slou¬ 

ched hat, and holding a branch of the Tobacco Plant, 

by Corn. Jansen. 24 in. by 30. 

A most admirable Portrait, full of life and expression, 
and possessing a boldness of conception strongly 
characteristic of this truly great man. Tho colour¬ 
ing is clear and chaste; tho penciling broad and 
masterly; the attitude striking, yet easy and natu¬ 
ral; tho chiar-oscuro finely managed, and the whole 
is not unworthy of the pencil of Rembrandt, or even 
of Vandyck, to whom it has been attributed: and 
what must also add no little to its value, this fino 
original Head has never been engraved.
